AT A MONTHLY MEETING of the COUNCIL of the CITY OF 
SHEFFIELD, held in the Council Chamber, at the Town Hall, 
in Sheffield aforesaid, on WEDNESDAY, the TENTH day of DECEMBER, 
1924, at Two o’clock in the afternoon, pursuant to Notice duly given 
and Summonses duly served. 


WHEREAS, under Section 23 of the “Municipal Corporations Act, 
1882,” the Council of a Borough may from time to time make 
such Bye-laws as to them seem meet for the good rule and 
government of the Borough, and for the prevention and 
suppression of nuisances not already punishable in a summary 
manner by virtue of any Act in force throughout the Borough, 
and may thereby appoint such fines, not exceeding in any case- 
five pounds, as they may deem necessary for the prevention 
and suppression of offences against the same. 


NOW, THEREFORE, WE, the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens 
of the City of Sheffield, being now duly met and assembled 
together, and two-thirds of the whole number of the Council 
being present, do hereby, under and by virtue and in pursuance 
of the powers to us for that purpose given by Section 23 of the 
Municipal Corporations Act, 1882, and of every other power 
enabling us in that behalf, make, order and ordain the following 
Bye-law, to commence and take effect on the First day of 
April, 1925 :— 


No person shall spit on the paved footway of any public 
SpLeet. 


Any person offending against this Bye-law shall be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding foxy shillifgs.
